Drought has struck a wide 
area of China from south- 
western Sichuan province 
to the northern cities of Beijing and 
Tianjin, endangering crops and 
supplies of drinking water. In Hei- 


-longjiang province, more than 40 


percent of the grain and soybean 
crops have been affected. Flooding 
and hailstorms have already inflicted 
deaths and heavy crop losses in 
many parts of China this year, but 
this summer's drought is more seri- 
ous because it affects a much wider 
area. 

While most of India suffered dis- 
astrous flooding from monsoon rains 
this summer, the renowned Keo- 
ladeo Ghana Bird Sanctuary in the 
west of the country isin the grip of its 


- worst drought of the decade. Most of 


the breeding areas In the reserve 
have dried up, and wildlife officials 
are concermed that many species, 
including the endangered Siberian 
crane, may have to find other wet- 
lands to spend next winter. 


Brazilian Spills 


A punctured oil pipeline 
and a leaky tanker 

dumped thousands of gal- 
Jonsof crude oil onto pristine beaches 
along southeast Brazil's Atlantic 
coast. The worse of the two spills 
blackened the beach at Toque 
Toque, about 130 miles southwest 
of Sao Pauloas workers, laying water 
drainage pipes, accidentally drilled 
a hole in an underground oil pipe- 
line. About 33,800 gallons of crude 
spilled onto the beach. In Angra dos 
Reis, 7,500 gallons of oil leaked into 
the ocean near a tanker unloading 
terminal. 


A Soggy Summer 
An unusual convergence 
of moist air from the Atlan- 
tic and Gulf of Mexico has 
produced some of the wettest 
weather on record in the eastern 
United States. Several weeks of

nearly continual rainfall brought riv- 
ers in Pennsylvania, Maryland and 
Virginiato flood stage. More rain has 
already fallen on New York City than 
normally can be expected in an av- 
erage year. If normal amounts of rain 
and snow fall through December, 
this will be the third or fourth-wettest 
year since weather records began in 
Central Park in 1869, according to 
the U.S. Weather Service.
